BIG CROWD PRESENT. 
AT BOXING BOUTS 
ATELBACITY ARENA 


Lack Of Organization Was 
Cause Of Some Delay, But 
Some Exciting Bouts Were 
Staged Anyhow; More 
Money Should Be Raised. ! 


Another outpouring of Elba} 
fight fans crowded about the city 
arena last Thursday night and wit- 
nessed a number of good, bad and 
indifferent settos, As is bound to 
be the ease when there is no real 
matchmaker in charge to look after 
preparing a program, several of 
the matehes had to be arranged 
on the spur of the moment, whieh 
caused delay and uncertainty. 
Along this line the writer wishes to 
offer a suggestion: 

A considerable portion of Elba’s 
population has been getting a lot 
of high class entertainment out of 
these Thursday night boxing shows 
at little or no While 
those in charge have no license and 
cannot charge admission, still it 
is unreasonable to expect those 
boys to get out there and fight for 


expense, 


nothing, There will be plenty of 
them willing to fight if they know 
they are going to get something for 
their efforts, Before each bout 
starts, let the announcer state how 
much must be raised, then let that 
amount be showered into the ring 
by the onlookers—then the bout 
will start. In that way some real- 
ly good matches can be arranged. 

While it is unlawful for any of- 
ficial to render a decision, there is 
no law against the crowd express- 
ing a choice, so after each bout, a 
vote can be taken. The winner 
should receive 60 per cent and the 
loser 40 per cent of each purse so 
raised, Let The Clipper know 
what you think about this plan. 

The officials at Thursday night’s 
show were: Jimmie Hall, referee; 
W. M. Brunson, announcer, and 
Col. Phil. Kingsley and Prof. Bob 
Hutchison, timekeepers. 

The show started with a rough- 
and-tumble bout between two little 
tar babies, Cecil Bob and Edd, The 
latter was most too heavy for the 
smallest member of the house of 
Bob and scored a technical knock- 
out. 

The fight between the “Pride of 
Elba,” otherwise known as 
“Battlin? ’’? Frankie Lane, and 
Frank Rushing, of Samson, was a 
fair demonstration of what a skill- 
ed boxer can do to a less experienc- 
ed opponent. The Samson boy had 
a 7-pound weight advantage, but 
Lane had it over him in reach, and 
when it came to boxing skill, there 
was simply ‘nothing to it.’’ Rush- 
ing was the recipient of so many 
jabs and solid smashes on various 
parts of his anatomy that he cried 
quits in the second round of what 
was to have been a 3-round battle. 

The third bout furnished a battle 
between two colored gladiators, 
George Larkin, of Elba, and Lester 
Owen, from Samson. The Samson 
battler, whose weight was an- 
nounced at 184 pounds, assumed 
a man-killing- expression that 
should have struck terror to the 
heart of his lighter antagonist, who 
weighed only 122, but our George 
didn’t seem to know enough to be 
scared, and slambanged the Sam- 
son boy all over the ring. It was 
a rough affair, but the worst injury 
George received was when he hurt 
his thumb by bringing it in contact 
with Owen’s shiny cranium with 
such force as to raise a huge bump 
over Lester’s eye and send George 
to the floor howling with pain, Af- 
ter staying down for a count’ of 
eight, from his self-inflicted injury, 
however, the Elba fighter arose 
and sailed into his opponent with 
such relentless fury that there 
could be no doubt of George’s vic- 
tory. 

No program of fistie contests in 
Elba would be complete without its 
“Rabbit” on the program. The pop- 
ular little yellow boy was there 
Thursday night in all his glory— 
new striped trunks and all.

BALES BY GOVMENT 


Crop Throughout the Entire 
Country Has Deteriorated 
Over Half Million Bales 
Since Estimate Given Out 
August Ist. 
The goverment report on the 

1929-80 cotton crop, released at 

10:00 A. M. Monday, placed the to- 

tul crop at 14,825,000 bales as of 

September Ist. 

The report issued August Sth, as 
of August Ist, placed the crop at 
15,548,000 bales. The report today 
reduced the estimated crop by al- 
most three-quarters of a million 
bales, The largest reduction was in 
Texas, That state’s crop is only 48 
per cent of normal. 

The average of the condition re- 
port is 56.4, Alabama’s condition 


is placed at 59 per cent, which is 
several points above the general 
average, 


Alabama’s total estimated crop

The large dairies save 
their calves in warm weather and 
sell them in cool weather. We have 
been getting a few good calves by 
chance, but it seems that we will 
not get any more for at least three 
or four weeks. But look out for 


the months of November and De-| 


cember, as we expect to have hun- 
dreds of them during those months. 
And, too, we will have lots of them 
on until spring opens up. So get 
you a cow ready and be prepared 
when they come.

should be penned at night and not 
turned out until after they are 
milked in the morning. 

The pasture has more to do with 
the cost of milk than any other 
one factor. A good pasture will cut 
your cost of production very ma- 
terially. I doubt that a man could 
break even with the very \best of 
cows, selling his milk at the 
very highest price, if he did net 
have a good pasture. If that is so, 
then it should be very apparent 
that we should put forth thought 
and effort in having the very best 
pasture possible. 

In Coffee County, we can have 
a good pasture for at least twelve 
months in the year, and it does not 
take much effort to do so, Carpet 
grass will serve you from March 
15th to October 15th. Then your 
bean fields should be ready and 
they will serve you through Janu- 
ary, or better, After your beans 
are gone you can fall back on your 
rye patch while you are using your 
bean fields. And too, you may have 
an oat patch which you can graze 
through March and April, and arf- 
ter that time you can allow the 
oats to mature and then use for 
feed. There is also another thing 
that may be done and that is to so 
arrange your crops that you caw 
fence off a few acres of corn and 
peas and put your cows in it to 
graze about the first of July. Then

Where there is doubt, cot- 
ton is graded low for the protec- 
tion of the buyer; and the grower 
is penalized accordinly. On the oth- 
er hand farmers usually receive no 
discount for cotton of extra short 
untenderable staple and sometimes 
receive more than the true value 
of their cotton. 


It seems that an 
improvement in the marketing sys- 


tem would be to make the price 
'strictly in accordance with the govy- 


ernment classification, the report 


said, 


Mr. Pope declared that where 
cotton.is sold co-operatively farm- 
ers are paid on a basis of actual 


grades and staples. The farmer 


having a bale of middling is paid 
for a bale of this grade and those 
1aving lower or higher grades are 
paid accordingly. 

On the basis of present methads 


of marketing Mr. Pope explained 


that cotton growers of Alabama 
not only at times suffer losses but 
do not get the encouragement to 
impyove the quality of their cotton 
that more scientific price-making 
methods would give.
